“The money that had been restricted 
has been placedinthe General Fund, and 
is now earmarked to use for the drains.” 

This is what Mayor McAnally told The 
Romulus News when she was asked 
about a budget amendment made at the 
last City Council meeting. It is a well- 
known fact that the City has many prob- 
lems with many of its drain systems, and 


it has been a topic of great discussion > 


lately. 

Councilman Pennington made quite 
an issue out of the Packard drain system 
when the residents in that area complain- 
ed about the water from the system back- 
ing up onto their property, and some peo- 
ple thought it could be a health hazard. 
The other drain system of great concern 
at present has been the Trouton drain 
system, located on the north end of Rom- 
ulus. Work on the Trouton system has 
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already begun, and should be finished 


shortly. However, the work on the Packard 
drain system will have to be let out for bid 
because our Public Works Department 
does not have the proper equipment to 
‘pitch’ the drain. If not properly pitched, it 
could cause more problems than present- 
ly exist. 

Mayor McAnally assured me that the 
Packard system will be done properly, 
and thatthe problems in that area should 
be greatly relieved. The Trouton system 
is near completion at this writing, and 
other drain problems will be cleared up 
as weather permits, according to Mayor 
McAnally, and the devastation that the 
drains have caused should be eliminated. 

_ The other system of great concern at 
present is off McBride near Ozga Road. 
McAnally said she and others are working 
toward a master plan for improvements 
on the drain systems. 0

Works for Romulus 


City interaction with the Wayne County 
Judicial System is presently cleaning up 
Romulus. 

Inarecent agreement with the Wayne 
County Judicial System, Romulus is now 
able to use people convicted of misde- 
meanors to work on projects that possibly 
could not have been afforded in the past. 
An example of this is the Trouton drain 
system. Last weekend, there were over 
80 people who were convicted of misde- 
meanor charges working on the Trouton 
drain system, and the workmanship was 
excellent. 

If you are convicted of a misdemeanor 
inthe 34th District Court in Romulus, you 
may very well be serving out your time 
working for the City instead of sitting in 
the County Jail doing nothing. 

This is something that should have 
been done some time ago by the Judicial 
System, and now they are seeing the 
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effects of what can be done by people 
who have not been convicted of a ‘hard’ 
crime. These people are usually guilty of 
traffic violations, petty theft, dodging sup- 
port payments, and the like. They're not 
exceptionally bad people — just people 
who have made mistakes that the law 
Says you must pay for. And we have to 
pay for them, too — financially — ifthese 
people are putin jail, so they may as well 
be doing something worthwhile. 

There are plans for lawbreakers to be 
working on many more drain systems in 
the City, and when that is completed, 
they will likely be cleaning up the ditches 
in the area, where litterbugs have left 
debris. (And if those litterbugs are caught, 
they may be doing the same thing!) 

It is a great arrangement with the 
Wayne County Judicial System. So far it 
is working very well. Does the Mayor have 
any other aces up her sleeve? LI

_ There is talk around town that there 
should be four-year terms for most elect- 
ed Officials in this city.

By the time all the 
petitions are gathered and all the red 
tape has been filtered through, the official 
is at least midway through his term of 
Office, has already started his re-election 
campaign, and that draws attention away

from the recall. The chances of a recall 
being effective in atwo-year term of office 
is slim. Besides, the person you are trying 
to recall could be serving his first term in 
office, have made one mistake, and get 
recalled when, in fact, he could very well 
have been a good public servant. 

On the other hand, if a person was 
elected to a four-year term, he would be 
in office long enough for you to make a 
real determination about his true ability 
to_perform his duties. By the time all the 
recall petitions and red tape are over with, 
there won't be a forthcoming election to 
distract you, the voter. 

Treasurers, Councilmen, and Mayors 
in particular, cannot be really effective in 
a short, two-year term. It takes a little 
better than a year for them to really find 
out what is going on in the City, and so 
make really educated moves for the bet- 
terment of the community. By the time 
they're really on top of the situation, it’s 
time to campaign again, and that takes up 
some of their valuable productive time. 

Allofthis may sound alittle farfetched 
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to some of you, but, if you stop and think 
about it, it really is relevant. 

Do | think there should be a four-year 
term of office.in Romulus for all elected 
officials? Yes! Just make sure you elect 
the right ones when you visit the polls. | 
have heard that there may be something 
on the ballot in June about four-year terms 
for Council, Mayor, Clerk and Treasurer. 
As always, The Romulus News will keep 
you informed about it, and what it will 
entail. 

In the meantime, think about it. Four 
years is not bad at all. Atleast, if you don’t 
like who is in office, you have a legitimate 
chance of getting him out. Look what 
happened to Nixon.

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Three Cheers for Kosteva

Late into the wee hours of Friday, 
December 18, the City of Romulus be- 
came abig winner, and thanks to our State 
Representative Jim Kosteva, much richer. 

Lostin the shuffle of the Wayne County 
bailout program that was passed by both 
Houses in Lansing, was an amendment 
that would give the City up to $500,000 a 
year, and maybe more, beginning Janu- 
ary 1, 1989. The money will come to the 
City via the surcharge tax on parking rates 
at nearby airport parking lots. Starting 
January 1, 1988, Wayne County for 1 year 
will realize the full 30% tax. However, here 


comes the good news. A year later, Rom-- 


ulus will get 20% of the tax, with Wayne 
County getting 10%. It didn’t work out 
easy though. In fact, Romulus had been 
cut out by the Senate Finance Committee, 
and Majority Leader John Engler and 
Committee Chairman Sen. Norm Shinkle 
from Monroe played hardball. 

After some negotiations, lead by Rep. 
Kosteva, Romulus was put back into the 
package. And, there we have it! However, 
that is not all of the good news. Currently, 
Rep. Kosteva has three bills introduced 
that will benefit Romulus concerning air- 
port and airport related businesses. As 
most residents are aware, Romulus gets 
very little tax from airport concessions. 
They are currently exempted from per- 
sonal property tax by a State law. Since 
they lease space from the County Road 
Commission that operates the airport, 
they do not have to pay property tax. This 
is One reason why many have built new 
structures on COUNTY property. One Bill 


that State Rep. Kosteva has will take that 
exemption away. And, tie-barred into the 
current parking surcharge is that the park- 
ing tax will last until that concessionnaires 
tax package Is passed. So no matter what, 
Romulus has now begun to reap the bene- 
fits of having that monster in the heart of 
the City. It was a total uphill fight for Rep. 
Kosteva from the start, and with his fine 
record of cooperation and leadership, 
Romulus has benefitted very much from 
the respect and admiration many law- 
makers have for him. | take my hat off to 
Rep.

Lawmakers Finalize Crime Package 
The Joint Ad Hoc Committee on Crime 
has recommended a bipartisan House- 
Senate package of 69 bills which will help 
reduce crime, drug abuse and juvenile 
delinquency. The legislation represents 
the most comprehensive reform of the 
State's criminal and juvenile justice sys- 
tems in decades, and is thoughtto be the 
largest bipartisan bill-package ever. The 
anti-crime package iricludes measures 
aimed at illegal drug use and trafficking, 
as well as penalties for auto theft and 
shoplifting. Additionally, the new package 
expands the rights of prosecutors and the 
use of wiretap evidence. Lawmakers hope 
to have the anti-crime legislation approv- 
ed before the end of.the year. 
House to Iron Out Waste-Site Bills 
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Legislative debate continues on a 
three-bill package which sets guidelines 
for selection and regulations for low-level 
radioactive waste storage sites in Michi- 
gan. The House recently rejected part of 
the package because it did not give the 
Legislature final say on the location of the 
sites. Under aseven-state pact, Michigan 
is obligated to serve as the host state for 
low-level radioactive-waste disposal. 
Joint Committee to Work on Transpor- 
tation Package 

The House recently passed a number 
of measures included in a transportation 
package that would raise $100 million for 
State road and bridge repair projects. In 
order to resolve differences in provisions 
of the package, a joint House-Senate con- 
ference committee will work on a tentative 
agreement and send it to the Legislature 
for final approval. 

Protection for Farmers Voted 

The House has approved a proposal 
to give Michigan farmers more protection 
from costly and lengthy court cases. The 
bill would establish more acceptable agri- 
cultural guidelines to help operators of 
livestock operations co-exist with non- 
farm neighbors. It also provides a mecha- 
nism to settle livestock-related disputes 
outside of the courts. The bill has been 
sent to the Senate. 

New Mortgage Enacted 

Under a new State law, Michigan mort- 
gage companies are required to be |i- 
censed or registered with the State Finan- 
cial Institution Bureau, which is authorized 
to investigage the number of complaints 
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made by consumers. The legislation is 
designed to cut down on industry abuses, 
and exempts real estate brokers and com- 
panies already supervised by a State or 
Federal agency. 
Retired School Employee Benefit Plan 
Introduced 

A proposal has been introduced in the 
House that would increase State benefits 
for some senior citizens. The bill would 
provide full dental, optical and hearing 
insurance for retirees under the Public 
School Employees Retirement System. 
New Law Provides Benefits for Injured 
State Health Workers 

A recently approved State law would 
add new supplemental benefits to regular 
worker's compensation for any Michigan 
public health employee who is attacked 
and injured by a patient. State corrections 
employees and some other State workers 
already receive supplemental benefits, 
up to their full salary level, while recover- 
ing from injuries resulting from being at- 
tacked on the job. | ? 
Involuntary Drug Treatment of Minors 
Approved | ea 

The Legislature has approved a bill 
that will allow parents and guardians to 
enroll a child between 14 and 18 years 
old in a substance-abuse treatment and 
rehabilitation program even if the child 
does not consent. Treatment would include 
detoxification and diagnostic evaluation 
to determine if the child was physically 
addicted. Ifthe child objects to placement 
in vocational or educational training, ther- 
apy or counseling, he or she could ask

the courts to intervene. 
Law Requires Reporting of Weapons 
in School 

Anew State law says if school authori- 
ties find a dangerous weapon in the pos- 
session of a pupil, they must report it im- 
mediately to the child’s parents or guard- 
lans and to local law-enforcement person- 
nel. Weapons that have to be reported 
include firearms, various kinds of knives, 
iron bars or clubs and brass knuckles. 
State Begins Bridge-Replacement 
Program 

This year Michigan transportation of- 
ficials will use Federal and State funds to ° 
replace 36 deteriorating bridges on coun- 
ty roads and city streets. The number of 
bridges being repaired is lower than in 
previous years because of substantial 
reductions in Federal spending on trans- 
portation projects. 
New Policy Would Upgrade Low-!In- 
come Rental Properties 

The Department of Social Services 
(DSS) operates a voluntary vendoring 
program in which the rent payments of 
some Public Assistance recipients are 
sent directly to the landlord. Because of 
repeated complaints that some vendored 
rental units are allowed to deteriorate, 
DSS will withhold vendored payments to 
landlords who do not bring their proper- 
ties up to local safety and health codes. 
Legislature Considers New Lost-and- 
Found Law 

Recently approved legislation would 
establish new procedures to be followed 
by persons who find valuable property, 
including currency and contraband mate- 
rial. The new law would prioritize how law 
enforcement agencies can dispose of any 
valuable ‘found’ property turned over to 
them. Disposition methods include: re- 
turning the property to the owner; releas- 
ing it to the finder; selling it, with the pro- 
ceeds going to the general fund; or giving 
the property to charity. 
Stiffer Penalties for Criminals Using 
Children Considered 

An adult who uses or induces a minor 
to commita felony will face an added term 
of imprisonment under a bill close to pas- 
sage in the Legislature. An adult who

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HERE’S TO YOUR HEALTH

General Characteristics 

In the last decade, there has been a 

dramatic decline in the number of deaths 
from heart attacks. In 1970, nearly a mil- 
lion Americans died of heart attacks; now 
the annual toll is about 600,000. The 
causes for this lowered mortality rate are 
_ unknown, but most experts believe that 
_increased awareness of cardiovascular 

risk factors and their correction have 

played an important role in cutting the 
death toll. 

What Are the Risks? 

Eventually, about half of all Americans 
develop some form of heart disease. The 
most common is atherosclerosis, a hard- 
ening of the arteries caused by a buildup 
of fatty deposits along the vessel lining. 
This is a slow process that usually takes 
many years to develop into a serious dis- 
ease. Ifthe coronary arteries, which sup- 
ply blood to the heart muscle, become 
severely blocked by the fatty deposits, 
warning symptoms of heart disease may 
appear. These include chest pains (an- 
gina pectoris) that are relieved by rest, 
shortness of breath or a combination of 
the two. In many people, however, there 
are no warning signs — the first symp- 
toms of heart disease may be a heart 
attack. This is why itis important to identify 
and correct possible risk factors before 
they reach this stage. 

In recent years, anumber of these risk 
factors have been identified. Some of 
them, such as age, sex and family history 
of heart disease, are circumstances over 
which we have no control. But there are 
also anumber of factors that can be modi- 
fied or eliminated, which appears to re- 
duce the probability of a heart attack. The 
three most important controllable risk fac- 
tors are high levels of both blood pressure 
and blood cholesterol and cigarette smok- 
ing. In fact, many experts attribute the 
recent decline in cardiovascular deaths 
to the fact that more people are now being 
treated for high blood pressure. Changes 
in the American diet have reduced the 
consumption of butter, eggs and animal 
fats, and have consequently lowered the 
average blood cholesterol; in addition, a 
reduction in smoking by middle-aged 
men is credited with lowering the toll. Itis 
important to eliminate or modify all con- 
trollable risk factors because the likeli- 
hood of developing heart disease in- 
creases when two or more risk factors 
are present. By reducing controllable risk 
factors, it is possible to minimize the 
potential danger of factors, such as sex 
or family history, over which we mayer no” 
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Role of Diet 

Studies have shown that population 
groups whose diets are rich in cholesterol 
and other animal and dairy fats have more 
heart attacks than those whose diets are 
low in these saturated fats. Americans, 
whose diets are high in meat and eggs, 
havea higher incidence of heart disease 
than the Japanese, who tend to eat very 
little meat and other animal and dairy fats. 

Studies have also shown that high 
blood cholesterol (more than 200 milli- 
grams per deciliter of blood) can be low- 
ered by modifying the diet. This means 
eating more fish and poultry, while cutting 
consumption of red meat, eggs, butter 
and other dairy fats, and increasing con- 
sumption of fruits, vegetables and cereal 
grains. Substituting polyunsaturated cook- 
ing oils (corn, safflower or sunflower oil, 
for example) for lard or hardened short- 
ening, and using margarines whose labels 
indicate a high ratio of polyunsaturated to 
saturated fats (for example, 4 to 2) instead 
of butter or margarines with less favorable 
ratios (e.g., that are equal or 2 to 3) also 
helps to lower blood cholesterol. 
Role of High Blood Pressure 

People with high blood pressure have 
a markedly increased risk of heart attacks 
and strokes. The cause of most high blood 
pressure is unknown, but it usually can be 
lowered by use of antihypertensive drugs, 
reduced salt intake and weight loss in 
people who are overweight. High blood 
pressure increases the heart's work load 
and also contributes to atherosclerosis 
(hardening of the arteries). 
Role of Cigarette Smoking 

The latest Surgeon General’s report 
on smoking estimates that 225,000 heart 
attack deaths in this country each year 
are directly linked to cigarette smoking. 
The risk increases with the number of 
cigarettes smoked; in addition, recent 
studies have found that the smoking of 
low-tar, low-nicotine cigarettes does not 
lower the risk of heart disease. Stopping 
smoking is now considered one of the 
best preventive measures against a heart 
attack. 
Other Risk Factors 

Sedentary life style. Evidence link- 
ing asedentary life style to increased like- 
lihood of heart disease is indirect; how- 
ever, physically active people are known 
to have wider coronary arteries that pre- 
sumably would not be as prone to block- 
age as the thinner artieries of inactive 
people. Also, conditioning the heart with 
aerobic exercise (jogging, swimming, cy- 
cling) leads to more efficient pumping and 
an increased capacity of the heart to with- 
stand stress or increased work loads. 

Type A personality. |n recent years, 
there has been much discussion on the 


~ relationship-between-the-Type A person- »

ality, which is characterized by anxiety, 
impatience and perfectionism, and the 
risk of a heart attack. Recent studies sug- 
gest that Type A behavior produces bio- 
chemical changes that promote heart 
disease. 

Stress. Excessive stress and poor 
ability to cope with ithave long been asso- 
ciated with increased illness, including 
heart disease. Studies suggest that stress 
produces biochemical changes similar 
to those seen in Type A personalities, re- 
sulting in an increased risk of heart attack. 

Obesity. The Framingham Study re- 
cently concluded that obesity alone in- 
creases the risk of heart disease — a 
hypothesis that has been debated for 
years. Since obesity often coexists with 
hypertension, diabetes and a sedentary 
life style, weight control is an important 
factor in reducing coronary risk. 

Gender and age. Some risk factors, 
such as aging and gender, are unavoid- 
able. Statistics show that men under the 
age of 45 are 10 times as likely to develop 
coronary artery disease as women inthe 


same age group. Between the ages of 45 | 


and 60, however, the sex difference dimin- 
ishes. After age 60, the incidence of coro- 
nary artery disease is about equally dis- 
tributed between men and women. 

Family history. Aninherited tendency 
for heart disease is also an important risk 
factor that cannot be avoided. Some 
manifestations, such as high blood pres- 
sure or familial hypercholesterolemia (an 
inherited tendency to have very high blood 
cholesterol levels), can be controlled by 
drugs and diet. 
Summing Up 

The relationship between heart dis- 
ease and certain risk factors, such as high 
blood cholesterol, hypertension and ciga- 
rette smoking, has been established by 
many studies. Because coronary artery 
disease is the leading cause of death (via 
heart attacks) in the United States, pre- 
vention takes on a special importance. 
Reduction of dietary fat, cessation of ciga- 
rette smoking, control of hypertension, 
loss of extra weight and increase of exer- 
cise are all steps that help check the 
development of atherosclerotic coronary 
disease and reduce the risk of heart 
attack. LJ

The Romulus Police Department bust- 
ed two crack houses in our city recently, 
and, according to Police Chief Wilmoth, 
more raids and busts are forthcoming. 

One ofthe houses busted was at 6147 
Columbus, on the City’s north end, where 
one arrest was made; the other was at 
35825 Garner, north ofthe Police Depart- 
ment, where two arrests were made. 

The charge was sale and distribution 
of narcotics, and those arrested are pres- 
ently in the Wayne County Jail under 
$100,000 cash bond each. That means 
they must pay the full $100,000 to get out 
on bond — notjust the traditional 10 per- 
cent of that amount. 

It would seem that the 941-DOPE 
number is achieving whatit was intended 
to do. There is one problem, however — 
some of the people who call in do not give 
enough information for the Police Depart- 
mentto follow through. You are notidenti- 
fied when you call on that number, but if 
and when you do call, the Police need 
more than casual information. The house 
you mention may already be known to the 
Police Department; what they need from 
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you are license plate numbers, makes of 
cars, people’s names, etc., so it is a little 
more helpful in obtaining warrants for 
arrests and/or searches. 

The hotline works. If you would like to 
see dope selling in Romulus come to a 
stop, call 941-DOPE and give the Police 
the information they need. At no time, or 
for any reason, will you be identified. 0 


It’s the Law

Q. Whatis the difference between 
a Warranty Deed and a Quitclaim Deed? 

A. The Warranty Deed is the most 
common type of deed. The Warranty 
Deed gives the buyer protection in that 
the seller has warranted title and hence, 
recourse against the seller exists for 
breech of warranties, in the event of flaws 
in title. 

A Quitclaim Deed offers no warranties 
of title. This is the type of deed which the 
seller prefers to give, but a buyer will sel- 
dom wantto accept. A Quitclaim Deed is 
rarely used to transfer title of aresidence. 

Q. ‘If! am the sole stockholder of a 
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corporation, may | be sued personally for 
a matter that pertains to my business? 

A. Generally the corporation may 
be sued but not the stockholder. This is 
often referred to as the Doctrine of ‘limited 
liability.’ 

However there are some exceptions 
to the doctrine of limited liability. A stock- 
holder may be personally liable for federal 
unemployment taxes, or amounts to be 


_ withheld for federal income taxes, and 


sales taxes. Ifthe corporation owes a debt 
to its shareholders that is much greater 
than its stock and shareholder equity, the 
stockholder runs the risk of having the 
corporation pierced and the stockholder 
being personally liable. Also failure to 
observe corporate formalities and to main- 
tain distinctions between personal and 
corporate activities can also create per- 
sonal liability for the stockholder. Itis also 
the practice of many lenders to have the 
stockholder guarantee all loans, thus 
making the stockholder personally liable 
for the debt. 0

As of December 23, 1987, the sirens in Romulus can be activated at the 
Fire/Police Dispatch Office. In August of this year, the Emergency Preparedness 
Office ordered one encoder and four decoders to radio activate the sirens. 


By puchasing this system, the Firemen will not have to go to the individual 


Fire stations to set off the sirens. All the sirens will go off at the same 
time. The sirens are to be sounded at 1:00 p.m. on the First Saturday of the 
month and for a tornado warning when the National Weather Bureau notifies the 
community. 

There is a tone that can cancel the tone of the sirens. There is elso an atteck 
tone that allows the siren to have a high-low tone. 


This system will be im operetion as of January 2, 1988. At this time, the 
decoder for Fire Station #3 is not working. We are having the decoder repaired 
by Federal Signal System, the supplier. We anticipate having this unit installed 
during the First week of January.
